Remarkable and Sensational Story of the Betrothed Bride of a 
Moonshiner, Who Killed His Betrayer. 


A REJECTED SUITOR’S REVENGE WHICH WAS FATAL. 


She Was Sentenced to Prison, But Her Sad Story and Beautiful Face Were the 
Means of Her Obtaining a Pardon and Release. |

Talk about romances and fiction is all very well, but 
the best stories come from every day life. Here is one 
that is worth the telling. It is about a girl who is the 
sweetheart of a “moonshiner,”’ the killer of his betray- 
er, and now a prisoner in a public ward. She is in Bal- 
timore now, and those who know her declare that she 
is one of the happlest, as well as one of the most beautl- 
ful women in the Monumental City. She expects to 
be free in a short time, and that freedom means that 
she will marry the man for whom she has suffered. 

Tryon City, Polk county, N. C., is in the heart of the 
mountains, and it is there that the moonshiners carry 
on their secret work. Most of the mountain folk have 
been connected in one way or another with the trage- 
dies of unlawful whiskey making, but the girl cf this 
Atory had never thought that she was to be involved in 
@ne. 

Her family own a farm about four miles from Tryon 
City, and here she, a typical mountain beauty, lived 
until she was sixteen. In spite of her lack of education 
she was the belle of the town. 

Joining her farm isthe home of a family who are 
near relatives of a well-known moonehiner and outlaw 
of South Carolina. In this family was a son, Ralph, 
and these two, seeing each other at school and about 
the farm work, fell in love. When the girl’s folks 
moved to Tryon City the couple were engaged to be 
married, The girl was ignorant of the fact that her 
lover was a moonshiner, and he was careful to prevent 
her finding it out. 

In Tryon City she became a greater belle than ever, 
and soon one of the young men of the town fell desper- 
ately in love with the girl. She accepted attention from 
all her admirers without encouraging any one of them, 
for at heart she was faithful to her mountain lover. 
Very soon the men who were least in earnest gave way 
to her last conquest, whose seriousness could not te 
mistaken, and who had made every effort to prove his 
intentions. Encouraged by the evident hopelessness of 
the other admirers, he proposed to her and was re- 
jected. ° 

This was the boginning of his jealousy. But as one 
after another of the young men was rejected also his 
suspicions were fixed upon the young mountaineer, 
who came regularly to see the girl. Ile had heard it 
reported that the lover was a moonshiner, and it was 
easy toefind proofs of his connection with the distillery 
which he had been running for several years. So far, 
however, he had escaped discovery, as his plant was 80 
well hidden in the mountains that the revenue officers 
had never been able to find him. With the rejected 
suitor’s efforts,and the help of ao special officer the 
moonshiner was caught at worl at the still, which was 
running at full power. 

They were all put in Columbus Jail, but with the 
assistance of friends on the outside they soon escaped 
to the mountains. His absence gave his betrayer a 
clear field and he renewed his suit. 

The friends of the moonshiner had not been idle. 
They had satisfied themselves who had furnished the 
information on which the arrest had been made and 
the distillery seized and broken up. 

The girl was informed of this. When the traitor 
made his next visit he was charged with treachery and 
was advised never to return. 

He then became desperate and tried to malign the 
character of the girl by slandering her to the other 
young men of the town. His declarations were made 
known to her, and she sent him a note asking that he 
call to see her. 

He came promptly. They met on the front porch, 
After accusing him of telling lies about her she plunged 
a penknife into his heart and he died at her feet. She 
showed no emotion when she saw him breathe his last. 
She expressed no regret. She was committed to jail 
without bail and was sent to Hendersonville, N. C., to 
prevent her rescue by her friends. 

At the next term of the Superior Court the girl was 
indicted for murder. She was represented by the best 
lawyers, and by their advice pleaded guilty of murder in 
the second degree, and was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for fifteen years. 

She was taken to the State penitentiary at Raleigh, 
and there confined. With short hair and striped 
clothes, as she assisted in washing, mending and mak- 


ing garments for the other convicts, she presented | 


quite a different appearance from what she did as the 
belle of Tryon City. She was cheerful, and said she did 
not regret what she had done; that her reputation asa 
virtuous woman was more to her than life, and that 
under the same circumstances she would again take 
the hfe of any man who attempted to slander her good 
name. 


In the meantime the moonshiner was hiding in the 
cliffs of Tryon mountain. His relatives and friends 
brought him news of the murder and of the punish- 


ment of his sweetheart. Had she been confined in the 
Polk county jail he and 100 of his friends might have 


destroyed the jail house in their efforts to liberate her. 
As it was, they were powerless. 

As soon as she was removed to the Raleigh peniten- 
tiary her lover left the mountains and followed her 
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there.

He had never been in the city before, and was 
entirely unknown. He found work there, and through 
a friend his sweetheart was informed of his presence 
and a personal interview was arranged with her. The 
prison authorities never knew that he was a moon- 
shiner, a fugitive from justice and a lover of the belle 
of Tryon City. 

The beauty of the untaught mountaineer impressed 
her jailers and the good ladies who visited the prison. 
Several societies of Raleigh especially took great inter- 
est in the fair convict. They visited her in prison, and 
did all they could to alleviate her condition. They found 
her young and unsophisticated, without education and 
training, but with the making in her of a good and true 
woman. Desiring to remove her from the ways to 
which she had been accustomed, and to surround her 
with new environments, they set to work to get her a 
conditional pardon. 

They readily induced her to sign an agreement that 
if release.1 she would surrender herself to their society, 
and go to the House of the Good Shepherd, in Mary- 
land, and there remain until she had been trained, so 
that she could make an honest living. 

She was pardoned on this condition, and was imme- 
diately taken to her destination.

Billy Delaney’s Advice. 


(Series No. 1.

It is an indisputable fact that no animal is so much 
improved by training as man— none stands such long and 
severe preparation with advantage—none displays the 
difference between condition and its absence in so great 
a degree. But it is not only that man may be able to do 
certain feats of activity and strength that training is 
desirable, but thathe may do them with. pleasure to 
himself, and even with advantage to his general 
health; and this marks the grand principle which every 
man who values health should constantly keep in view, 
namely, that no one should attempt to compete in any 
contest requiring agility or strength uniess he has had 
such a preparation as shall enable him to perform his 
task without feeling any ill effect from it. So said Billy 
Delaney, the famous trainer of Corbett and Jeffries, 
For instance, the man in condition can go through a 
race or fight in which his whole powers are taxed to 
their utmost, and at the finish of it be fatigued with the 
exertion he has made, but will soon recover, and could 
go the same excitement again without injury, while the 
man out of condition lies fainting or perhaps quite in- 
sensible for many minutes, or even still longer, and is 
only revived by stimulants to an extent which will not 
allow any further liberty tobe taken with his naturally 
strong constitution. Numberless are the instances ot 
ruined health from the excessive drafts which have 
been made upon this valuable force, while a little care 
and abstinence would have prevented any such tirre- 
parable misfortune. To enable the man who is of 
sound constitution, but from mismanagement out of 
health, to restore himself to such a state as will allow 
him to go into training without harm is rather a diffi- 
cult task in most cases, because it not only requires 
some skill to know what to do, but also great self- 
command, to avoid that which should not bedone. In 
the majority of instances the health has been impaired 
by excess of some kind, and in many by every variety 
of excess which human ingenuity can suggest. The 
thoughts of exercise and vigorous outdoor work will 
most generally be acceptable to fast men in anticipation 
of a pugilistic encounter, a rowing match, pedestrian or 
any other similar contest, and an impending competi- 
tion awakes them to the fact that training is necessary. 
Temptations are then cast aside, and the rules laid 
down for training adhered to with the rigidity of an 
anchorite. His reply to all offers to drink then is, “No 
—that is bad training.’ Such, however, is not always 
the case, butitis true to a great extent, and more 
pluck is frequently shown in abstaining from tempta- 
tion than in sustaining the prolonged efforts which a 
fight demands. 

There aretwo kinds of excess which are the most 
likely to have produced such a state as I allude to, 
namely, excess in eating, drinking and hilarity, and 
excess in literary or other sedentary pursuits. Either 
will for a time entirely upset the stomach and in fact 
the whole system, and each will require very different 
treatment in order to restore a man to a sound and 
strong physical condition. These conditions will also 
vary very much, according to the rank in life, habits 
and the natural constitution of the individual. For in- 
stance, a rich man’s son, having been generously 
brought up, goes to the university and indulges to ex- 
cess in wine, smoking, etc., at the. same time taking 
strong exercise. For a time his strong constitution 
enables him to withstand the attacks of the poisonous 
doses of wine and tobacco which he is taking, but soon 
his hand begins to shake, his appetite for solid food 
ceases, his eyes become dull, his sleep is restless and un- 
refreshing, until he is threatened with an attack of 
delirium tremens. Now, ifin such a state as this an 
attempt is made to go into training the consequence is 
the effects of either of the above indiscretions made 
their appearance in a short time. The stomach refuses 
to do its duty ahd the prescribed work cannot be per- 
formed owing to giddiness, faintness and sickness. 
With care and time this state of things can be remedied. 
But take a case of a young man in lower rank, who has 
been brought up on spare and rigidly abstemious fare, 
and who from course of circumstances is suddenly 
allowed to indulge in all the temptations of the saloon, 
he has no other resource, no hunting, boating or ath- 
letic pastime, and the consequence—beer and tobacco 
commence the day and tobacco and spirits wind up the 
night. Such a man suddenly finds all his energies 
going, his mind sluggish, body weak, flesh flabby and 
bloated. Ina happy moment he thinks to himself that 
he will take to some outdoor exercise or amusement, 
and at once proceeds to the river or road. Well, what 
is the consequence ? Why, instead of feeling better for 
his exercise he is completely used up and likewise dis- 
couraged 

The effort also deters him from further trial. Much 
caution and careful treatment is required to bring a 
man, rundown as I have described, back to athletic 
form and to get him into such a state of health fit for 
the exertions an oarsman in a college crew, a crack 
bicyclist, runner or walker has to put forth to be even 
fairly successful; 1t requires time and assiduous atten- 
tion on his part and the part of his trainer, 1f he has 
one. Total abstinence is not altogether required fora 
man to get the benefits of training; indeed, it is aston 
ishing what quantities of intoxicating drink could be

imbibed without injury provided that a corresponding 
amount of exercise was regularly taken. A difficult 
task, though, confronts the literary man who has been 
devoting twelve hours a day to a preparation for 
honors, who, finding his health giving away, determ- 
ines upon going in for athletic recreation and honors at 
the same time. Here the nervous system has been 
overtaxed; the consequence is that the neglected mus- 
cular system is unfit for exertion and the limbs become 
stiff and sore, even cramped during the lightest kind of 
exercise. It requires some time to restore a man’s sys- 
tem that is allowed to run down this way, to a state fit 
for undertaking any severe work, because the muscles 
are wanting in solid material and the nervous dystem is 
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graphed Capt. J. H. Brooks, of the State Rangers, who 
is In Galveston, to re-arrest the two men and hold them 
until another Grand Jury could be empanelied and the 
case again considered.

Sharkey and Maher Looking for a Battleground---McGovern Wants to Fight 
' Again---How They Do It in Texas,

Itis something new to hear o/ Sammy Kelly 
being mixed up in a foul fight and losing the decision by 
being the offender. Yet that is the information con- 
veyed to us by cable on March 11 as the outcome of his 
battle with Will Curley at Newcastle. Over here we 
always looked upon Kelly as the fairest of all fair fighters, 


and his inability to adapt himself to the requirements 
of the game according to the newest ‘nterpretation of 


the Queensberry rules as the real reason of his inability 
to cope with such men as McGovern. The news that 
he had been disqualified for fouling Curley therefore 
came with a severe shock, but in the brief description 
of the affair cabled by an American writer, Walter J. 
Kingsley, who would be disposed to err in favor of his 
countryman ifan opportunity offered itself, Kelly is 
charged with doing most of the fouling, and in conse- 
quence earned his disqualification. 

The fight took place at Ginnett’s circus, Newcastle, 
and was for a purse of $3,000. Mr. Kingsley says it was 
the roughest fight and the roughest crowd he ever saw, 
and when I say that Mr. Kingsley is o veteran prize- 
fighting critic and himself a boxer of no mean preten- 


sions, the real situation may more easily be imagined | 


than described. 
In the first few rounds Kelly found that Curley could 
get to him, and persistently clinched, although the 





Englishman punished him effectually in the body. The | 
real savage part of the battle began in the fourth round, | 


when the two fighters did everything but bite, Kelly 
taking the initiative and being the chief offender. The 
spectators were frantic with excitement, and when 


Kelly dropped without being hit they called him all | 


sorts of uncomplimentary names. Kelly's actions so 


enraged Curley that the latter took a punch at him | 


when Kelly was on his kneesin the fourth round, | 


hurting him badly. 


This raised more indescribable excitement and the 


police had to fight hard to quell an incipient riot. The 
battle was stopped and it was not until order was re- 
stored that the two lads were allowed to resume. While 
the intermission occurred the referee, who was half 
scared to death, wanted to end the proceedings by call- 
ing it no contest, but the now thoroughly excited spec- 
tators threatened to break up the ring and mob the 
fighters if they did not go on, and the police decided it 


wiser to allow the fight to proceed than permit the ring- 


leaders to start a riot. 

When the fighting was resumed Curley and Kelly 
went at it more roughly than before. Curley was 
doubly effective in this “rough house” play and Kelly 
was the sufferer. Finally in the seventh round things 
got so bad that the police decided not to allow the fight 
to continue and ordered it stopped. Kelly’s actions in 
continually dropping without being hit caused all the 
trouble, and the referee disqualified him, awarding the 
honors to Curley. Kelly, it is said, was badly punished, 
a fact which can well be endorsed, for he is one of the 
gamest little fellows that ever stepped into a ring, and 
Curley’s hitting must have been very effective to make 
him act as he did. 


Jim Jeffries and Gus Ruhlin are not as promi- 
nent in the spectacular affairs of the day as they were 
prior to the Cincinnati fiasco. They found to their cha- 
grin that San Francisco did not want the match and 
they abandoned training and went back their every day 
vocations, convincing everybody that they were the 
victims of cruel persecution. Underneath it all, how- 
ever, there were certain reasons which justify my belief 
that the fight would not have taken place even if the 
conditions had been favorable for a meeting without 
legal interference. Jeffries’ leg was then, as it is now, 
in a very bad way,and I credit Brady with being too 
shrewd a manager to have permitted him to fight in 
a handicapped condition. The bluff was kept up to the 
end, however, to nall the Cincinnati club’s forfeit of 
$5,000, and as this was successful further secrecy was 
useless. Jeff is afflicted with what is termed a floating 
cartilage, or water on the knee,and an eminent sur- 
geon with whom TI talked the other day told me that 
the ailment was sufficient to prevent any training fora 
year at least, and would probably keep him out of the 
ring for good. 

As for Ruhlin, he is again open for business, and I 
should not be surprised to hear of him being matched 
to fight “Kid” McCoy in London. 

McCoy took a hasty and mysterious departure for the 
other side a week ago, presumably with a view to ask- 
ing Manager Bettinson, of the National Sporting Club, 
to hang up a purse for him to fight either Ruhlin or 
Sharkey. In connection with this, a significant point 
lies in the fact that Sharkey has announced his inten- 
tion of going abroad soon, ostensibly to visit his people 
in Ireland. McCoy has outlived his pugilistic usefulness 
on this side and I am not surprised at his eagerness to 
shift to a more congenial base. 


* 


Tom Sharkey and Peter Maher are matched to 
fight again, but in view of the hazardous risk involved 
in handling battles between heavyweights the match- 
makers of the few clubs now doing business are not 
showing any very great desire to capture the event. 
Everywhere that the game has been given a black eye 


the trouble is directly traceable to the big fellows. 
Middleweights and smaller men can battle to their 
hearts content without exciting more than a mild prej 
udice, which is soon forgotten, but as soon astwo of 











the giants of the fistic arena are matched the law and 
order people of the favored locality, where the meeting 
is scheduled to occur, feel it incumbent upon them- 
selves to make a howl, and the howl usually results in 
closing the city, and frequently, the whole of a State to 
the fraternity, big and little. 

Although Maher and Sharkey are matched, I have 
no expectation that they will ever meet in the ring, for 
the reason that the clubs are not disposed to risk their 
future existence just for the profit involved in one 
match, and nobody can consistently blame them. Just 
at present matters are in a very precarious condition,

the facilities for handling pugilistic encounters are lim- 
ited to a few favored cities, and the loss of one would be 
keenly felt by those of the fistic gentry who are dis- 
posed to continue in the fighting game. The notoriety 
attached to promoting a heavyweight fight at this time 
would mean suicide to any club, and I,am therefore in- 
clined to believe that Sharkey and Maher will meet 


| with considerable difficulty in finding a battle ground 





upon which to settle their pugilistic differences.

Turn about is fair play and Australia. will in all 
probability enjoy the presence cf a number of Ameri- 
can boxers who will make the journey as soon as the 
season in San Francisco ends. Australian pugilists who 
have come to America have all done well, and judging 
from the ability they have shown they must have had 
ample opportunities for developing proficiency. This 
indicates that Australia is a good field for fistic talent 
and my ad-’ice to the boxers now on the coast is to take 
a crack at it.

“Not for mine,”’ yelled the sailor. ‘I'll quit the busi- 
ness and take a job on a railroad before I get into a ring 
with Siler.” 

It was then decided to leave the selection of a referee 


| in abeyance until a club had been decided upon and the 


date arranged. 

“How about a side bet?’’ asked Sharkey, after all this 
had been arranged. 

“Oh, let us cut out that side bet,” smilingly replied 
Lowrie. “I'll tell you what I will do, though, Tom. We 
will make this fight for the championship of Ireland. 
Peter, you know, is the champion, but we will give 
you a chance for the honor." 

“Peter is the champion, is he?” sarcastically replied 
Sharkey. ‘Well, then there must be two Irish cham- 
pions, but there will only be one when I get through 
with your man.” 

“Dot is recht, Dom,’’ ventured Reich, and then Shar- 
key invited every one out to help consume a basket of 
wine at his expense. Reich nearly had a fit when he 
heard this invitation. 

Sharkey is, as he always was, an enthusiastic trainer, 
and it was hardly decided that a fight was on the tapis 
before he started in to work at Sheepshead Bay. He 
will have “Spider’’ Kelly asa sparring partner. The 
ex-sailor is now in good physical trim, and by the day 
of the battle will, he thinks, be ready to go any distance 
at any gait. 

According to Barney Reich, Sharkey’s manager, the 
sailor 1s ready to enter the ring at a moment’s notice, 


| but Sharkey says he does not believe in taking chances, 


and that he will not fight until he knows that he isa 
sure winner, as far as condition goes. 

The outlook for the battle being fought before an 
audience composed mostly of New Yorkers is very 
bright. Arrangements are being made to hold the bout 
within a short distance of this city, and, while the pro- 
moters of the scheme will not tell what their plans are, 
they say that the battle will surely be held near New 
York. 

Peter Maher has been training for several days. He 
is as confident as Sharkey that’ he will get the larger 
share of the purse, and he figures on getting the money 
by putting the sailor to sleep in short order.

CLAIMS M’'PARTLAND HIT 


KING A FOUL BLOW 


Denver, Col, Fight Patrons 
Hissed the Decision. 


LOOKED LIKE SURE VICTORY 


Loser Says Blow Was Pair and Wanted 
Fight to Go On Again.

Denver, Col., will not continue to be popular with 
Eastern fighters if any more such decisions are ren- 
dered asthe one which brought the recent affair be- 
tween “Kid” McPartland, of New York, and “Buddy”’ 
King, a local pugilist, to an unsatisfactory termination. 
According to a report by a spectator at the ringside 
King was giventhe decision over McPartland in the 
fourth round in the Colorado Club on an alleged foul. 
McPartland had rushed in and hooked his right to the 
lead and whipped it around to the body. George Eng- 
lish, the referee, motioned King to his corner and sig- 
naled the negro the winner. English said that when 
McPartland whipped his left around to the body the 
blow landed in the groin, constituting a foul, 

The crowd hissed the decision. Few people in the 
crowd believed that the blow was foul, but that the 
blow was fair and that the decision had been given pur- 
posely to rob McPartland of what looked like certain 
victory. McPartland with lefts and rights in the face 
had started the blood from King's mouth and King had 
clinched twice and seemed anxious to give up the 
game. Nearly everybody in the house was with Mc- 
Partland. The New Yorker wanted King examined 
and if sound to come back in the ring and finish the 
fight. 

In the dressing room Dr. Hart examined King and 
sald the blow had landed In the short ribs Just above the 
groin. Such a blow does not constitute a foul under 
Marquis of Queensberry rules. King having left the 
ring, could not come back and finish the fight. 

The crowd denounced the decision, and in the office 
Manager Floto, of the club, told English that another 
referee would be secured, and also notified McPartland 
and King that the money would be equally divided be- 
tween them. 

Referring to the matter, Otto Floto writes: ‘“Unpopu- 

lar, to say the least, was the decision rendered by Ref- 
eree George English at the Colorado Athletic Club, 
when he awarded the decision to King. While unpop- 
ular, it does not say that he was wrong. Towards the 
middle of the fourth round, in a short mixup on the 
entrance side of the right, King suddenly dropped his 
hands and agony was pictured all over his countenance. 
He waved his hand and told Referee English that he 
had been hitin the groin. At the same moment Eng- 
lish started towards King, and pushing McPartland 
back, raised Buddy’s band in token of victory.” 
' King was carried to his dressing-room by his sec- 
onds, where he was examined by Dr. C. N. Hart, who 
stated he had been struck in the groin, but how bad the 
damage was he could not at that time say. It was a 
very unfortunate ending of what promised to be a 
grand contest, and the proper thing for King to have 
done was to have accepted McPartland’s offer of allow- 
ing him to rest twenty minutes and continue the bat- 
tle, King claimed he was unable to continue. 

McPartiand claims that the blow was fair, saying: 
“Out of the 114 fights I have had in the ring, this is the 
second one I ever lostonafoul. Of course,I am not 
kicking, but I don’t think I was treated right.” And 
there we have both sides of the story from both princl- 
pals. While the club is convinced that English is 
thoroughly honest and believes in the decisions he 
renders, yet to be candid, it must be stated they are 
sometimes unpopulae. 


CORCORAN WON FROM KANE. 


They had a lively fight in Savannah, Ga.,on March 
4, between Tommy Corcoran, of Savannah, and Dick 
Kane, of Chicago, Corcoran won in the eleventh 
round, At no time was there any doubt of the result of 
the fight, and Corcoran was the aggressor all through.

John avers that he has a boxing Dill 
locked up in his safe that will catch the eye of some 
energetic legislator, who will push it to the front when | 
the proper time arrives. When asked to give an idea 
of the kind of law he would advocate Sullivan said: | 

“Fifteen rounds would be enough to decide any fight | 
of importance. Five-ounce gloves are all right as they 
are. Make it compulsory to have all contestants ex- 
amined by physicians before entering the ring and 
keep out the crooks. Limit the clubs in number and 
have stringent rules against fouls. Place in power men 
who would control the sport with fearlessness and hon- 
esty and protect the public against fraud by making 
the punishment for such offenses banishment forever. 
From personal observation I can say that there is a de- 
mand for boxing bouts, properly conducted. The best 
argument I can offer in favor of the game Is to refer to 
the crowds that saw the big mills here last summer. 
When men of business reputation and influence are not 
afraid to be seen at the ringside it ought to be conceded 
that there’s no harm in glove fights. The way the Gov- 
ernors and Legislatures have feen jumping on the 
sport will soon have a lot of weak-kneed, unhealthy 
boys growing into manhood.
